He pushed the 
wheelchair for more than seven, 
hours, covering 20 miles. Then 
ho got another ride, which 
brought him into Twin Falls. 

At 8 a.m. Tuesday he was 
on his way east on Main Avc- 
heacfed for Highway 93 
where he hoped to get a ride 
toward Boi.<ie. 

On his wheelchair are all the 
things a man might need on 
the trail. Frying pans, a small 
amount of food and coffee, a 



blanket to pull about his shoul- 
ders when the nights get cool. 

He was dressed in a green 
shirt, levi jacket and black, cow- 
Uoy hilt when last seen. 

"Is. it hard to push that 
thing?" he Was asked. 

"Good exercise." 

Mr. Adams does not feel sorry 
for himself. 

So somewhere out on the trail 
is a man pushing a wheelchair, 
probably whistling softly with the 
effort, and when he gels tired 
and there is no ride In sight

National Guardsmen cordoned 
off the area after the tornadoes 
barrelled in off the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. The damage estimate was 
made by Mayor R. B. Meadows. 

Twenty-five homes and a 
church crumpled as swirling 
winds cut two separate paths in- 
ward. Fifty-two persons were 
treated for injuries. 

Hardest hit was a trailer 
park. 

Mobile homes were bounced 
to pieces and rain-whipped wind 
scattered furnishings among up- 
rooted pecan trees and over- 
turned cars. 

"I don't think we found all the 
bodies yet," said Gulfoort Police 
Chief H.L. Hobbs. "There were 
trailers down there and we're 
just finding the wheels and the 
frames — they're just gone." 

The twisters struck this coast 
nl area without warning a 
half-hour apart between 7 a.m. 
and 8 n^mj The first hit at the 
harbor"ln Gulfport flipping 20 
tractor trailer trucks parked 
bumper to bumper awaiting a 
load of bananas. Three drivers 
wore hurt. An offshore dredge 
and a cat food plant also were 
hcavily-jdamaged. 

TTieTtwi.ster.s were spawned by 
a cool front that moved east- 
ward and spread severe storms 
from Louisiana to Florida.

Efforts For Mideast 
Settlement Stymied

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Aff) — U.N. Security Council 
tfforts toward a Middle East 
settlement appeared stymied to- 
day by new Israeli insistance on 
direct talks with the Arabs and 
refusal to pull back to prewar 
boundaries. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban told Secretary-General U 
Thant Monday that Israel 
stands by its insistence on di- 
rect peace negotiations with the 
Arabs if any such talks are to 
be held. 

Premier Levi Eshkol told the 
Israeli parliament in Jerusalem 
that new boundaries would have 
to be negotiated and Israel 
would not pull back to positions 
it held at the start of the June 
war. 

Ehan told newsmen at U.N. 
headquarters Israel's attitude 
toward two rival plans before 
the council — both of which 
would send a U.N. representa- 
tive to the Middle East— would 
be determined by whether such 
a mission "prejudices the Israe- 
li position." 

"The 10 nonpermanent mem- 
bers of the I5-nation council met 
twice Monday in an attempt to 
resolve differences between the 
two resolutions. 

One proposal, drafted by Ar- 
gentina. Brazil, Ethiooia, India, 
Mali and Nigeria, spells out spe- 
cific principles for a settlement 
and ask.s the U.N. representa- 
tive to "contact the parties con-, 
cemcd in order to coordinate ct^ 
forts to achieve the purpose of 
the resolution." 



These principles Include I.s- 
raeli withdrawal from all Arab 
soil seized in the June conflict 
and an end to the Arab state of 
belligerency against Israel. 

The other resolution by Den- 
mark and Canada states vague 
principles and asserts that no 
nation in the area should "per- 
sist in refusing to withdraw" 
troops that are on another's ter- 
ritory against its will. 

Informed sources said Israel 
feels that the six-nation propo!;- 
al calling for Israeli withdrawal 
from all captured territories 
would prejudice its case and 
rule out negotiations with the 
Arabs on boundaries. 

Egyptian informants in Cairo 
indicated recently that direct 
talks with Israel arc out of the 
question for President Gamal 
Abdcl Nasser or probably any 
other Arab leader and will be 
for three or four years.

ORANGE, Calif. (AP) — 
Brush fires in six Southern Cali- 
fornia counties raged fpr the 
third straight day today, killing 
an elderly woman, forcing evac- 
uation of thousands of residents 
and destroying scores of homes. 

The flames, whipped by winds 
gusting up to 100 miles an hour, 
had destroyed more than 125,000 
acres by early morning. Offi- 
cials estimated total fire dam- 
age at more than {2 million.

The size and ferocity of both 
the present fires and those two 
weeks ago were attributed by 
fire officials to high, gusting 
winds.

Judge Rules Legislators 
Are Entitled To Stipend 



BOISE (AP) — A district 
court judge in Boise has ruled 
that legislators are entitled to a 
J3.50 a day stipend and ordered 
that the measure be retroactive 
to July 5. 

- The- total due legislators by to- 
day is nearly $43,000 and is 
growing at the rate of $367,50 
a day for all 195 members of 
the legislature. 

The lawmakers voted them- 
selves the stipend, but payment 
has been delayed because of a 
lawsuit filed in Fourth District 
Court contending the stipend 
was illegal and unconstitutional. 

In a memorandum decision 
Monday, Fourth District Judge 
Charles R. Donalflson ruled that 
the measure is legal and consti- 
tutional. 

One of four western Idaho leg- 
islators who filed the suit to stop 
state auditor Joe Williams from 
paying the stipend. Sen. Sam 
, Kaufman, R-Boi.se, said Monday 



he didn't plan to appeal the de- 
cision. 

The measure provides that 
each legislator be paid S3.50 a 
day for each day the legislature 
is not in session. The language 
of the ^111 was changed during a 
June special session to make 
the payment for "expenses in- 
curred" rather than "services 
rendered" and a $325,000 appro- 
priation attached. 

The suit, filed by Kaufman 
and Sens. Fred Bagley, R- 
Boise; William Rodcn, R-Boise, 
and Phil Batt, R-Wildcr, con- 
tended that it was illegal for 
legislators to give themselves 
an out-of-session salary. 

In addition to the stipend, leg- 
islators receive $10 a day salary 
during the first 60 days of a ses- 
sion and a $25 a day expense al- 
lowance throughout a sc.s.sion.

The use of a soft landing to 
end the mission seemed to con- 
firm earlier Indications that the 
docking was' a rehearsal for a 
manned -flfghtand "the" building 
in orbit of a huge orbiting space 
platform. 

The announcement said Cos- 
mos 186 was brought to an un- 
disclosed spot on earth at 11:20 



a.m. Moscow time (3:20 a.m. 
EST) after "automatic linkup 
andjither-Scientific tasks." 

The other unmanned Sputnik. 
Cosmos 188, continued to orbit 
earth. It added 

Earlier in the day the Soviet 
Union disclosed it had sent up

Soviet scientists jlisdosed that 
the unmanned spaceship was 
sent into- space Monday while 
another Sl;>utnik nx:keted up to 
dock automatically with another 
unmanned vehicle.

"In the face of the most sweeping 
change since the great wave of city 
buildi.ng in the Middle Ages, there is 
as yet go generally accepted concept 
of wKat' should be sought in the form 
and fabric of a great city," complains 
Richard B. Morris, president of the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards. 

On the one hand are the "apostles 
of low density," who advise more 
planned satellite communities. They 
are countered by advocates of high 
density, "who dream of "club sand- 
wich cities" that would stack upl dif- 
ferent uses of urban land on top of 
one ahother — such as apartment 
buildings that contain their own 
schools, businesses, recreation facil- 
ities, public services, etc. 

Then there are those who believe 
' that emphasis on mass transportation 
is the solution to the city's needs. 
They are opposed by those who feel 
the private automobile must be cater- 
ed to at all costs. 

Some urban specialists have turned . 
against the detached single-family 
home, which has been the traditional 
American norm, feeling that bur- 
geoning metropolitan areas can no

cities are faced with inadequacies of 
splintered municipal jurisdictions to 
cope with the problems of air and wa- 
ter pollution, public transit, highway 
planning and other problems which 
are no respecters of boundary lines.

"No city has. ever achieved great- 
ness without a deep respect on {the 
part of its citizens for law and o^der. 

"Civic character of a great city is 
derived from a high degree of local 
responsibility rather than from de- 
pendency. ■ 

"A great city expresses in civic 
works and in the conduct of local af- 
fairs the distiiictive character, the 
aspirations, the skill and enthusiasm 
of its own citizen»r-and not in accept- 
ance of synthetic norms imposed 
upon it." 

In other words, a city can be great 
no matter how hodgepodgedly it has 
grown. 

But no amount of planning — assum- 
ing we can agree on our plans — will 
guarantee that this intangible some-

• Q— My wife ha.s had myositis 
for six years. Nothing she has 
taken seems to help. What do 
you advise? 

A— Chronic myositis (Inflam- 
mation of a muscle) may be 
due to an Infection or a muscle 
strain that has never had a 
chance to heal. The fir.st pro- 
cedure would be to find and re- 
move the cause. If possible. Hot 
packs or an electric pad ap- 
plied for 20 to 30 minutes two 
or three times a day often help. 
Drugs are of little value in the 
treatment of this disease. 

Q — What are the usual symp- 
toms of polymyositis?- What- is 
the cause? Can it be cured? 

A — Polymyositis u.suaiiy starts 
with easy fatigability and n 
feeling of lassitude. Tests of 
strength show a definite weak- 
ness in the Involved muscles. 
There may also be a skin rash. 
The cause Is unknown. Aspirin, 
prednisone and gentle mas.sage 
are the measures most common- 
ly used in treatment. They 
should be applied faithfully to 
prevent complications.

Francois Writes To Pierre 



The U.S. maritime industry, which 
has deteriorated alarmingly, is a 
prime example of how much harm 
over-regulation and federal paternal- 
ism can do. Transportation Secretary 
Alan S. Boyd discussed this point at a 
recent New York forum on transpor- 
tation. 

Any industry, Mr. Boyd pointed out, 
can be stifled by being overprotected 
and oversubsidized. "Competition and 
independence of government involve- 
ment," he said, "are essential ingre- 



dients for a healthy and productive 
industry." 

As for the transportation industry, 
the secretary indicated the White 
House is considering less regulation 
as the way to meet the needs in the 
1970s of an expanding population. On 
this point the railroads and trucking 
indi«ry have been battling for a long 
time, 'with the roads urgin^^e Inter- 
state .Commerce Commission and 
other rule-making agencies to ease 
up on their restrictions.

My Dear Pierre. 

Forgive me for not writing 
sooner, but as you know there 
is a war going on in the United 
Slates and I have been in my 
fallout shelter for several 
months. 

Without giving away secrets, 
here is the military situation in 
the United States at the moment. 

The Pentagon is still in tho 
hands of the government. An as- 
sault last weekend by members 
■ of the 5Ist Light Peace Brigade, 
known as the Fighting Doves, 
supported by the 33rd Flower 
Battalion, failed and was repuls- 
ed by -members of the 82nd Air- 
borne Division of the U.S. Army. 
There was heavy fighting in tha 
north parking lot, and suicide 
uniu of the SOS (Students for a 
Democratic Society) managed 
to get to the steps of the building 
before they were turned back. 

Gen. Norman Mailer of the 
22nd Heavy Obscenity Corps was 
captured as were 600 other Mil- 
itant Peace Commandos.

an assault across the demilitar- 
ized zone with clubs, pop bot- 
tles and tomatoes. 

In fierce hand-to-hand combat 
the loyal government troops held 
their ground, and by evening 
Army spokesmen were able to 
announce that the Pentagon was 
safe, at least the moment. 

But while it torned out to t>e 
a military victoi^ for the gov- 
ernment, neutral observers here 
believe that President Johnson's 
pacification program in the 
United States is failing. 

In order to win the war in 
the United States, Mr. Johnson 
has to win the hearts and minds 
of the American people. This ho 
Is failing to do, and there is 
considerable speculation that his 
regime may be overthrown by 
November, 1968. 

While the President still has 
support in Washington, D.C., 
(his wife. Sen. Everett Dirksen 
and his future son-in-law) It's 
very hard to find it in the coun- 
tryside. There has been fighting 
in Madison. Wis., Boston, Mass., 
Oakland. Calif., and Brooklyn, 
N.V. 

The military Is dissatisfied 
with the civilian control of the 



situation and would like to wipe 
out the peace resisters once and 
for all. They want to bomb Har- 
vard, Yale, the University of 
Michigan, the University of Wis- 
-consin and the University of Cal- 
ifornia at yBerkley, .but these 
targets, fgt^politlcal reasons, 
are still OWjlfinils. 

The miliuiV men claim they 
can't win the war "if the peace 
marchers continue to use the 
Dr. Benjamin Spock Trail. 

So you see, my dear Pierre, 
the situation in the United States 
is quite serious, and some ex- 
perts predict it will go on for 
20 years. I know you -are wor- 
ried for our safety, but pleasa 
be assured we are taking all pre- 
cautions. 

We sleep In the fallout shel- 
ter, and Helene only goes out 
in the morning to buy bread 
and milk. I fly the French fUfg 
from my automobile to show 
everyone I am. neutral, and, if 
worse comes to worse, the em- 
bassy has assured us a cruiser 
will be sent to evacuate us. 
Thank God I kept my French 
passport.

A — As with any other chronic 
neuralgia, if pain-killing drugs 
do not give adequate relief, cut- 
ting or crushing the nerve must 
be done. 

Q — I have Meniere's syn- 
drome. When I feel an attack 
coming on. I take Antivert right 
"away."^Would" it- bc-OK- to take 
a tablet every day as a pre- 
caution? 

A— One Antivert tablet may be 
taken two or three times a day 
to control the attacks of Me- 
niere's syndrome of labyrithitis.

"happens to, interfefe~wiih" the 
hormal rhythm somei form of 
arrhythmia (skipped beats, heart 
block, fibrillation or flutter) oc- 
curs. The interference may be 
mild or severe and transistory 
or persistent. If it Is serious a 
battery-operated artificial pace- 
maker can be implanted under 
the skin.

NEW YORK (NEA) — More 
than 200,000 Americah troops 
are stationed in Europe at a 
time when United States re- 
sources are increasingly taxed 
by the war in Vietnam. "f" 
Despite repeated requests' by 
the Johnson administration. ' the 
NATO allies have given little or 
no practical help to contain the 
Communists in Southeast-' Asia. 
They expect the United States to 
defend Europe but consider the 
Vietnamese conflict as an 
"American affair." 

When will Johnson tell NATO 
clearly and firmly that America 
Is no longer iii a position to po- 
lice Europe and at the same 
time fight aggresston in South- 
east Asia? 

Even the West Germans luive 
adopted a posture of neutrality 
In the Vietnamese conflict. They 
stand most to gain from the 
American .presence In Europe. 
They 'are eager to keep every 
sin^e CI on their soil while they 
search for ways and means to 
reach an understanding with 
Russia. But to' impress Moscow 
with their neutrality and inde- 
paadence and to appease French 
President DeGaulle. they are in- 
creasingly critical of the war in 
Vietnam. - :• 

According to Helmut Schmidt, 
an influential West German pol- 
itteiao, the United States has 
"no convincing political formu- 
la" for a solution of the Viet- 
iiam problem. He recently visit- 
ed Washington and retomd to 
Bonn with a full bag .of critical 
statements.

RoM 
ert Batch,- 23, a former mental 
patient she dated imtil about a 
month ago, shot and wounded 
her 18-year-old' husband as the 
couple arrived home from De- 
troit where they were married. 

Batch then took the dark- 
haired, brown-eyed girl to his 
third-floor attic apartment In 
suburban University Heights, 
holding the bride and police at 
bay until Monday afternoon. 

Batch, quoted by his mother 
as saying, "There was no rea- 
son to go on living." shot Mrs. 
Caldwell in the chest and turned 
the gun on himself. 

"My dariing. My darling," 
. moaned the dying Batch as po- 
lice stormed into the apartment 
to find him draped across his 
young captive. 

"Get me out of liere," begged 
Mrs. Caldwell as she was car- 
' ried to an ambulance. 

The bullet pierced her chest, 
and came outt her back. After 
surgery at Doctor's Hospital, 
she remained In satisfactory 
condition today. 

Batch was pronounceid't^dead 
at the same hospital fri{m^ a 
bullet wound in his heart. 

Four miles awav fii St. Vin- 
cent Charity Hospital, her hus- 
band, a short order cook, also in 
satisfactory condition, is recov- 
ering from face wounds. 

"I hope I can see her soon,' 
Caldwell said from his hospital 
bed, adding tliat "this past cou- 
ple of days have been hell . . 
but now I'm in heaven again." 

The dramaUc siege at Batch's 
apartment began when detec- 
tives, searching for Mrs. 'Cald- 
well, went there Sunday morn- 
ing. 

The officers faund Mrs. Cald- 
well in the kitchen. Standing 
nearby with a pistol 'Was Batch 
He ordered the detectives to 
leave, saybig he would kill her 
and himself if they didn't. 

In the next 27 hours he let po- 
lice and others enter the apart- 
ment at various times. But he 
wielded his pistol constantly, 
usually keeping it pointed at the 
girl's head. 

On Monday Batch's mother 
Martha Smith, 50, talked to her 
son from outside the apartment 
door just before he made his fi- 
nal decision, pleading with him

Wilson and his ministers 
from the House of Commons 
stood or sat on the steps of the 
throne. , 

The queen's speech contained 
the government's major legisla- 
tive proposals for the coming 
session. In addition to the 
Lords' reform, the Labor gov- 
ernment pledged to tighten the 
nation's gambling laws and ex- 
tend the scope of ISws against 
racial discrimination.

The Rev. Dr. John T. Mld- 
daugh, member of the United 
Presbyterian ecumenical com- 
mission on relations- with Cath- 
olics and president of Carroll 
College, Waukesha, Wis., called 
the mixed marriage action a 
"significant step." 

It "will ultimately lead to tru- 
ly Christian interfalth mar- 
riages," he said. "But until we 
come to the point where priest 
and minister join hands as fel- 
low pastors In these marriages, 
we fall short of the ideal." 

He termed the synod's recom-, 
mendation for a theological 
commission to deal with doctri 
nai problems "a highly com- 
mendable step" and expressed 
hope it will also include Protes- 
tant and Orthodox advi.sors.

James Kelsch, executive di- 
rector of the Twin Falls Urban 
Renewal Agency, made this an- 
nouncement In a recent Inter- 
view. He ' said plans for the 
downtown project — estimated 
t<< cost $1,118,000 — have been 
completed and work Is under 
way on how to flnaijce the proj- 
ect. 

"Our recommendations on fl- 
. nanclng the project are just that 
_ recommen datlons," Mr. 
Kelsch said. ' 

The project area, known as 
the core area of downtown, has 
been changed a little since the 
idea' was conceived ' and the ur- 
ban renewal agency formed July 
19, 1965. 

The boundaries now are: 
From the alley south on Second 
Street West to the southside of 
Second Avenue West, then south- 
east on Second Avenue West to 
Third Street South, a turn back 
toward Main Street, across Main 
Avenue to Second Avenue East, 
then another turn toward Sho- 
shone Street and on to Second 
Street North. The boundary then 
jogs toward Main Avenue again 
until It reaches the alley be- 
tween Second Avenue North and 
Main Avenue. From there It 
C comes back to Second Street 
East, a turn across Main Ave- 
nue to the alley between Main 
Avenue and Second Avenue 
West, then on to where the line 
started. 

In all it takes In an area 
of early Twin Falls buildings, 
although not all are beyond re- 
pair. This entire area is cen- 
tered in downtown. 

But, although plans are done 
and work Is under way oil fi- 
nancing, urban renewal Is not 
yet in Twin Falls.

Lyman refers to Individual In 
vestors— those who purchase 
stocks directly rather than 
through mutual funds— as "do- 
it-yourself Investors."

Individual stock owner- 
ship has grown from about 6.5 
million or less In 1853, the first 
year a stockholder census was 
taken, to more than 22 million 
now.

Selling In Fairchild, as well as 
In other makers of Integrated 
circuits, began the next day. 
Long term investors, many of 
them small, read about their 
losses the following day 

Some mutual funds concede 
their trading might have 
sharp impact on prices, but they 
insist a Fairchild affair Is a rar- 
ity. They claim the funds most 
often feed out their sales a bit at 
a time to lessen the Impact 

Francis Williams, chairman 
of the Investment Company In- 
stiiutR, a mutual fund trade as- 
sociation, .says; "We don't think 
the activities of the mutual 
funds and other institutional in- 
vestors have a substantial im- 
pact on the market. It certainly 
would take a study to prove oth- 
erwise." 

But the Federal Reserve's 
Martin ■uiid in a speech that 
in-out trading by institutions 
tends to create undesirably vol- 
atile price fluctuations. "I find 
this trend disquieting," he said. 

The performance trend of 
in-out trading has now spread 
through- much of the mutual 
fund industry and Is influencing 
other Institutions also. As 'a re- 
stilt, concentration, activity and 
volatility may become even 
more pronounced.

Although the states bordering 
the lakes have nearly one-half 
the -nation's manufacturing ca- 
pacity, the lake ships haven't 
■been carrying their share of It. 
Earnings have been falling, 
ships are old. and some atti- 
tudes have not been the kind 
that solve problems. 

No American ship has been 
built for the Great Lakes' trade 
since 1960. The number of 
freighters has. In fact, dimin- 
ished by nearly a quarter. 
Two-thirds of fleet capacity is at 
least 20 years old; SO per cent of 
the U.S. fleet was built before 
1937. Problems, It seems, have 
been the biggest cargo. Despite 
the opening of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway, overseas trade of the 
big lake ports has been retarded 
by what shippers refer to as 
■'predntory" rail charges to the 
docks. 

Canada has helped subsidize 
Its lake fleet, and 50 modern Ca- 
nadian ships now ply the lake 
routes. This has largely pushed 
U.S. ships out of the U.S.- 
Canada service. 

The combination of prob'ems 
naturally has been reflected in 
lower cargoes and earnings. 
Tonnage In the second quarter 
this year fell to 2.309 billion 
ton-miles from 2.SU ton-miles a 
year earlier. Revenues fell to tS 
million from $8.7 million. 

Into this gray and stormy pic- 
ture the U.S. Steel decision ivas 
delivered. The company, whose 
49 vessels make It the largest 
fleet operator on the laltes, or- 
dered a vessel capable of car- 
rying 45,000 tons of iron ore. 

This, ship will be 858 feet long 
and 105 feet across, making It 
the largest on the lakes by a 
length of 128 feet and a width of 
30 feet. It will, incidentally, be 
"trapped" In lake service, too 
large to reach the oceans. 

It will bo Innovative, with pol- 
lution control Tequlpment in- 
stalled and with machineiy ca- 
pable of automatic unloading at 
dockside. Because of technologi- 
cal advances, the cost of lake 
shipping, already low. may be- 
come even more economical.

The person 
explaining this said, "The capi- 
tal-gains tax disappears." Can 
this be true? 

A. Just about. When a person 
Inherits stock and thei. sells It, 
he Isn't stuck with a fat capital 
gains tax on the difference be- 
tween the original cost aof the 
stock and his selling price. 

The easy way to explain this 
Is to give a step-by-step- exam- 
ple. Say that you bought 100 
shares of XYZ common stock, 
at $10 a share, years ago — 
for a total cost of $1,000. That's 
your "cost basis." 

And let's say that the stock 
has gone way upland now has 
a market value of $5,000 If you 
sell, you realize a profit of $4,000 
— which would then be taxable 
as a capital gain. 

Now, let's say that you leave 
this vale of tears. For the per- 
son you leave It to, that stock 
takes on a new cost basis — 
most likely $5,000. Your heir's 
cost basis becomes the valuation 
put on the stock for the purposes 
of settling your estate. 

In most cases, your heir's coat 
basis would be the market value 
of the stock on the date of your 
death. But there Is an alterna- 
tive method — through which 
the market valile of the stock 
exactly one year after your 
death 'would be: used

The 
capital-gains tax on the $4,000 
does disappear — because the 
stock takes on a new cost basis, 
as the result of your death. 

Remember that we have been 
talking only about capital-gains 
taxes — wWch can run as high 
as . 25 per cent. If your estate 
Is big enough. It will be subject 
to Federal estate taxes and-or 
state estate or Inheritance taxes. 
That's a different story. 

Q. I own a number of prefer- 
red stocks. In* stock market list- 
ings, where prices are Riven. 
I see such numbers as "931/4'' 
and Indications that "quarterly 
dividends" are "1.371/4." Then. 
I see reports of "earnings for 
the fiscal year equalling $88.45, 
compared with $77.96 a year 
ago." What do all these figures 
jnean? 
A. One at a time. 
The "931/4" is the market 
price of the stock. That's the 
price at which It sold on a par- 
ticular day — $93.25 a share. 
The market price of a stock, 
of course, can change from day 
to day or from minute to min- 
ute. 

The "l.iVyi quarterly divi- 
dend" means that stockholders 
receive dividends of $1.37!^ on 
each share of that stock every 
three months. That is a total 
of $5.50 a share a year. 

The earnings figures ($88.45 
compared with $77.96) tells you 
how much profit the company 
made in a year on each share 
of stock outstanding — owned 
by stockholders. 

Say that the company had a 
net profit of $88,450,000 in its 
latest fiscal (bookkeeplilg) year 
and that the company has one 
million shares of preferred stock 
outstanding.

Packers' 25 
where Bakken tried another 
field goaL This time the kick 
was just wide to the 'right. 

Then the Starr-to-Dowlet 
combination hit on passes of 10, 
18 and a five-yard touchdown 
toss to put the game out of 
reach. 

Herb Adderly scored the first 
Green Bay touchdounn on a 12- 
yard pass interception. Elijah 
Pitts bulled over from the seven 
for another. 

Hart hit rookie Dave Williams 
on scoring passes of 49 and 48 
yards for St. Louis' only touch- 
downs. 

Bakken had three field goals 
and Don Chandler kicked one 
for Green Bay. 

The Packers had a touchdown 
almost before the capacity 
crowd of 49,792 fans had settled 
in their seats. On the first play 
from scrimmage. defensive 
back Adderly Intercepted a Hart 
pass . at the St. Louis 12 and 
scooted into the end zone.

We do not play a new 
suit response as a force when 
it is a bid of game, but we dp 
ask our partner to bid dgaitw4jt 
he can raise our suit or make 
some positive move. We just 
don't want him to rebid his own 
suit with a fair suit and a poor- 
ish hand. 

North knew that his partner's 
two diamond bid was not a 
force. North also should have 
realized that either three dia- 
monds.'would be a safe contract 
or that if South couldn't make 
three diamonds, then opponents 
would probably be, able to do 
something In hearts or clubs. 
In other words North had noth- 
ing to lose by bidding three dia- 
monds, and he might gain a 
slanl' bonus. 

Assuming that North had bid 
three diamonds, South would 
have bid again and we think 
that six diamonds would be 
reached. Of course they might 
have reached seven — which 
would be one trick too high 
because spades were going to 
break 4-2. 

They should have reached six, 
even with the part score handi- 
cap. They would almost surely 
have arrived there had t h e.y 
been bidding from scratch.
